ypponent. No public appeal for sub- 
scriptions has yet been made, although 
the National Art Collections Fund has 
been sounding some of its principal 
supporters on the matter. As there 
appears little hope of the price de-

manded being publicly subscribed, a 
suggestion has been made that the Na-| 


tional Gallery should have the power 
to sell some of its less important pic- 
tures. It has even been suggested 
that the trustees would do well to 
sell the group by Hals which it ac- 
quired some two years ago for £25,- 
000. Meanwhile “The Mill” is tempo- 
rarily on view at the National Gal- 
lery, where five new rooms in the north 


west wing have been opened to the| 


public.
